Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a documentary about the Holocaust, two related components and several 
trailers. This DVD was submitted by a member of the public who wishes to use it for educational 
purposes. The documentary deals with war crimes and contains a limited number of disturbing 
depictions and more extensive verbal descriptions of cmel and horrific events. It outlines the 
meeting of two women from both sides of the conflict and documents their journey to 
understanding and finding peace with their pasts. It presents the issues and events in an 
educational and responsible manner. 

While the DVD's unrestricted availability is unlikely to be injurious to the public good its content 
makes it more suitable for mature audiences as knowledge of the Holocaust is necessary to place 
the content in context. The unrestricted classification of this publication places no limits the right 
to freedom of expression outlined under s!4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
